There still rereains the question in your wind, Ms, Israel, 
T am sure, as to why there would he any documents relating to 
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Miss Kilgallen in our files at all. As you can gee from 

the attached documents, various people in the Agency were 
interested in talking to Miss Kilsallen in 1951 (items 12, 
14-18) and again in 1953 (items 8 and 9) because of certain 
subjects she mentioned in her column. However, before we 

can make any such contact with any American expert, it is 
necessary to make certain security checks on the person -- not 
to pry into his private affairs, hut to insure in advance 

as best we can that our interests are not somehow made known 
to possibly unfriendly foreign officials. “Most of the 
remainder of the enclosed documents are the paperwork associated 
with such a security check, 


Under the terms of the Freedom of Information Act you 
have the right to appeal the actions on items 4 through 23 to 
the CIA Information Review Committee. If you choose 
to do so, please write me, stating in full the basis 
of your appeal.
